When found they are called to 
fill vacancies; but men are not given office 
merely to gratify influential parsous, con- 
gressmen or others. 

As the president insists on the u'most care 
in selecting men for office, and as he will not 
take the mere assurance of anylsxly alsiut 
an office applicant, so it follows that, he and 
the cabinet give much more care to tht ex- 
amination of "papers" on file than has oeen 
customary. This Is slow and laborious vor», 
for where a doseu men have filed tueir ap- 
plications and recommendations for the same 
place, all are scrutinized, and every appli- 
cant is sure of fair play.

Mason Citt, Iowa, June :7.— The lost 
four nights have been characterized by se- 
vere wind and rain storms in Cerro Gordo 
county. The rain fell in torrents, accom- 
panied by heavy hail and a constant and 
terrifying display of lightning. 

A cyclone struck this county in Mt Ver- 
non township and a schoolhouse was de- 
molished, and in Buth township it struck the 
house and barn of H. F. Lincoln, tearing 
both to pieces. Tbe household furniture was 
scattered in every direction, the farm ma- 
chinery was also broken, trees were uproot- 
ep and some of them driven deep into the 
earth. A horse was thrown over a fence into 
a ditch and lay on his bark uutil relieved. 
Trees as large as a man's body were snapped 
off like candy ten feet above the ground ami 
tlicir trunks peeled. A bitd Mfl was blown 
out of a kitchen, but the bird was found un- 
injured. A stallion worth $1,1100 was found 
after the roof and floor of the liaru had dis- 
appeared hanging unhurt across some joist*.

A TOUR THROUGH THE DIRTIEST 
CITY IN SUNNY FRANCE. 



Three Reported Cases of Ch lera Prove 
Other w fee— 'The City Is lull of Infeo- 



Maiisicim.bs, June 17.— A 
visited the filthiest quarters 
and interviewed several local 
the prospects of a recurrence of cholera. 
Experience hai taught Marseille* t>ut little. 
In most of the old street* inhabitant* still 
pitch their animal aod vegetable refuse into 
gutters. The sewers are foul. Everything 
is ready to favor the development of the 
epidemic if it should again Irealc out. 
All the warnings of doctors see m 
powerless to stir the munioip-il council 
to the danger. The Jarret still rolls its iuky 
waters through the towu, and the sanitary 
precautions taken to guard Marsei les against 
the scourge extend no further than sprink- 
lingalittle disinfecting fluid against the walls 
of a few houses. Ho far, ha|>|)ilv, th>re is no 
sign of anything like an epidemic, but as the 
first physician in Marseilles reruarke I to a 
correspondent. "The city is full of infection. 
Nothing is done; all remains to Ik) done. My 
repeated appeals to the muuiclpal council 

After careful investigation the corre- 
spondent has ascertained that only throe 
cases of cholera have oocurrel In the Mar- 
seilles district within the last month. The 
first is that of a poor woman, tlie mother of 
sixteen children. 8ho lived in Ht. Harnabe, 
a village near Marseilles. Thros weeks ago, 
after eating a dish of raw beans, she hail 
diarrhoea, which developed all the symptoms 
of Asiatic cholera. For this state 
Metaxas, head of the sanitary 
during the 18K4 epidemic, is the' c( 
ent's authority. The woman was taiteu to 
the Hospital de la Conception, where in a 
few days she died. Two spacial rooms were 
at onoe prepared for the reception of possi- 
ble patients. The correspondent visited 
them and found them admirablv clean under 
the charge of Sisters of Charity. 

A week after the death of the woman Dr. 
Metaxas was called to a second case at the 
Conception. The new patient was a dirty 
old septuagenarian, Claud Cueriu, who, 
though a landed proprietor, worth SO.OOil 
franks, blacked boots for a living and slept 
in a garret seven feet square, without air or 
windows. He also had the usual symptoms 
of Asiatic cholera, and was taken to the 
Conception, where he rallied. The lwly an- 
perior having heard of his wealth suggested 
he ought to pay for bis lodgings, whereon 
he discovered that he was cured and de- 
camped. 

A third case of apparent cholera occurred 
at Ht. Mamnnt and is still under treatment. 
All of these cases are due to misery an I lo-
